Brujels, Nov. 25. The Packet with the 
German Letters, wherein were Difpatches 
the Marquis de Pri¢é, and the Field Mar- 
ount Veblen, which was by Miftike 
left at Tongeren, is now come to hand; 
and according to the Letters ic brings, there 
is now Reafon to doubt of Prince Engene’s 
coming this Winter into thefe Countries. 
Count ilompefch having difpatch’d his Af- 
fairs here, is return’d to. his Government 
of Namur.
